When the Union and the Central Fa- 
iflc Railroads were built both roads 
naintained a 
independent telegraph 


Ine for commercial purposes. Then 
here was competition between the rail- 
oad line and the Western Union, and 
hough money was much more plenti- 
ul than it is now telegraph rates were 
is low as they are to-day. Subse- 
jnently the Western Union and the 
•ailroad lines were consolidated, and 
jompetuion ceased. In 1888 the An- 
ierson bill, requiring subsidized rail- 
•,M(l9 to maintain independent tele- 
graph lines along their roads for com- 
mercial purposes, was passed by Con- 
gress. 
A sail was brought in the 


Eighth Circuit-Court to compel the 
Uuion Pacific to maintain a separate 
telegraph 
line. Associate 
Justice 


Brewer declared theagreement between 
the Western Union and-the Union Pa- 
cific Telegraph, Companies, by which 
the Western Union had exclusive rights 
to operate the telegraph lines along the 
/ailroad, null and void, and directed the 
Unioa Paciflo to operate its own line of 
telegraph. The case was sent to the 
Court of Appeals, and Judges Caldwell 
and Thayer reversed Justice Brewer, 
and the case went to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Tbe Su- 
preme Court has reversed the Court of 
Appeals and affirmed the decision of 
Justice Brewer. Justice Harlan, who 
delivered the decision of the Supreme 
Court, said in reference to the object 
and scope of the Pacific railroads acts 
that the first and eighth sections of the 
acts of 1862-64 are wholly inconsistent 
with the idea that the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company could have fulfilled 
its obligations to the Government by 
simply constructing o railroad without 
making any provision whatever for the 
construction or operation of a telegraph 
line, thereby leaving all communication 
by telegraph along its route to the ab- 
solute control of private corporations 
deriving no authority from the Na- 
tional Government 


The court holds that it it entirely 


competent for Congress to add to, alter 
or amend the acts of 1862-64 so as to 
require the Union Pacific to maintain 
and operate by and through its owp 
officers and employes telegraph hues 
for railroad and commercial purposes. 
It is enjoying the bounty of tbe Gov- 
ernment subject to the condition, 
among others, that it would perform 
those duties. 


Tbe opinion further declares that no 


telegraph company can, by contract 
with a railroad company operating one 
of the.powerfnljroadsof the United 
States over whichT interstate commerce 
is conducted, acquire an exclusive right 
to such railroad for telegraph purposes 


The cause is remanded to the Circuit 


Court, with instructions to make a 
supplemental decree enlarging the pe- 
riod in which the railroad and tele- 
graph companies may make such ar- 
rangements and adjustments as shall 
become necessary by reason of the an- 
nulling of the contracts between then 
to carry out the final decree of the 
cocrt. 


As this decision applies to the Cen- 


tral Pacific as well as the Union Pacific, 
it means that there is an end to the 
monopoly which the Western Union 
has. enjoyed since it was consolidated 
with the railroad lines. The railroad 
companies will now have to maintain 
independent telegraph lines and oper- 
ate them for the accommodation of the 
public, as well as for their own use. 


No doubt the Independent is right 


The ex-State Treasurer ought to be 
able to fully explain tbe matter.

Brady and a companion named 


Browning first introduced the bioycle 
into the train-robbing business.

Browning, while engaged 
in robbing the passengers, was shot 
and killed by Sheriff Bogard of Te- 
hama county, who was a passenger on 
the train. Just as Bogard fired, how- 
ever, Brady entered the oar behind him 
and shot him in the back, and then es- 
caped, and was for months pursued by 
the officers. He had several brushes 
with the officers and vms wounded, but 
always got away, until finally he was 
surrounded in Yolo county and sur- 
rendered. It is almost certain that 
Brady and Browning committed sev- 
eral other tram robberies before they 
tried the Oregon express. One robbery

The percent- 
age of loss by the nitrio aoid process 
under the most favorable circumstances 
would be slight.

In mint busi- 
ness the Government allows sufficient 
loss to cover all regular possibilities, 
loss by the sulphuric process can only 
be defined by aasay. When acids are 
not pure there is loss thereby, and 
metallic gold passes off with chlo- 
ride of silver. In all mints there are 
losses by any and all processes used. 


Nitrate of silver solution is carried to 


tho chloride of silver tank, and what- 
ever runs off from that or other wash- 
ings from the refinery goes down the 
sewer and should be found there if 
lound at all, mixed up and precipitated 
in the luud and debris. Gold in sus- 
pension could be left in the wood of 
tanks or sewer. It can be precipitated 
by filtering "through charcoal or by 
carbonic mattter flowing from the town 
sewer or meet with in the fields over 
which it may overflow. Recent flows 
;hrongb the mint sewer could be en- 
riched by the past deposits of the last 
twenty-five years, or efface the mint 
started. The loss would naturally ac- 
umulate more and more, and I should 
be ourprisecl not to find it so. The 
nitric acid of commerce carries from 
1 to 2 per cent of chlorine, which dis- 
solves gold. Don't know about that 
used in the Carson mint.

"settle tbe amount and charge it up in 
my bill" It does not pay to offend 
a guest whose appearance indicates 
wealth, so the money is handed out in 
payment. 
The guest now disappears, 


and his trunk is found to bo n cheap 
one and general!; full of paper, while 
the package which has been paid for 
by the hotel people is alto worthless. 


Bogus telegrams and letterheads are 


frequently used by "deadbeats" in or- 
der to secure a little ready cash nutil 
"my money arrives," and very often 
the scheme works all right, for a hotel 
clerk is always afraid of offending a 
guest in these matters, for should ho 
mistrust an honest man be will injure 
the hotel's reputation. 
While most ho- 


tels make it a rule not to cash drafts or 
checks or loan money, still very often 
the "deadbeat" will make them break it. 


A scheme which has recently been 


worked all over the country was for the 
"deadbeat" to send by express a pack- 
age to a hotel in another city. It would 
be heavily sealed and marked, "Value 
$200," and the holel mau, flunking 
that it contained jewelry intended foi 
a guest soon to mrive, would put it in 
the safe. Iu a few days the "dejdbeut" 
would tuiu up at the hotel, register and 
inquire if a package bad arrived for 
him. Ho would be told that it was in 
the safe, and be would tell them it con- 
tained watches and valuables. Tbe same 
nigbt a loan of f 20 would bo asked for, 
ana the hotel man, remembering the 
valuable package in the safe, would iu 
nine cases out of ten hand out tbo coin. 
Tho guest would disappear, and when 
the package was opened it was found to 
be of no value. 


As all accounts in hotels are rendered 


weekly it is impossible for dishonest 
persons to obtain free living for longer 
than a week, for they will be requested 
to pay or vacate. 


A man aud his wife,'by placing a sup- 


posed jewel case in a hotel safe, man 
aged, gome time ago, to secure over six 
weeks' living in a well known hotel in 
this city. 
The landlord, who had seen
